The question then presents itself: How to bring about that increase in 
In this column we have urged the adoption of a vigorous and well 
direcied immigration policy with a view to bringing about the settlement 
without further delay the enormous area of untilled lands in the West, 
and the prosecution of such without intermission until the desired 
result has been achieved. 

In this connection it is to be noted that the statements made before the 
board of arbitration at Ottawa already referred to are highly significant. 
They have a direct bearing on this question, and certainly go to support the 
arguments already advanced. Addressing the board of arbitration, F. P. 
Brady, of the Canadian National Railways, declared that the railways would 
be better off without passenger traflic, and that sleeping cars and observation 
ears were invariably a source of loss, while A. C. Egan, for the Canadian 
National, made the statement that all the railway’s profits are made during 
the last five months of the year when the grain is moving. 

Of course, passenger traflic must be cared for whether it is a paying 
proposition or not, but if observation cars, which are a luxury and not a 
necessity, invariably lose money, then they should be reduced to a minimum 
or discarded altogether. Iurthermore, inasmuch as it is only the well-to-do 
who make use of sleeping cars, rates should be advanced to a figure where 
such cars would not be operated.at a loss, even though they did not produce 
a profit. Or the rate should be reduced to a figure that would make it poss- 
ible for the less well-to-do to use them, thus obviating these cars running across 
the continent only partly filled. Volume at a less rate would be more profit- 
able than partly empty cars. The average Canadian taxpayer-should not be 
called upon to provide comfort for others which he cannot himself afford to 
enjoy. 

The amount of money it requires to build a sleeping car or an observa- 
tion car will build several freight cars, and, according to these railway offi- 
cials, it Is freight that produces profits. Again, be it noted, freight profits 
are piled up when there is a heavy and continuous freight movement, as is 
the case when the grain is moving. It is not the haulage of the products of 
the factories that keeps the railways busy during the last five months of the 
year, but the products of the farms. But if, through immigration and the 
creation of conditions which will keep the people on the land, 
cultivated farms ip Canada are doubled, or trebled, as is quite possible, not 
only would the volume of grain traffic be enormously increased during the 
last five months of the year, with still,larger profits to the railways, but these 
additional millions of people on the farms would create an enormous demand 
for manufactured goods, fuel, lumber and merchandise of all kinds, which 
would provide a much heavier freight traflle throughout the other seven 
months of the year. 

What our Canadian railways need more than anything else is more traffic 
to keep profitably loaded trains rolling over the tens of thousands of miles of 
rails in this country. In order to create that larger traffic there must be 
more people in Canada—people who in the first place produce something from 
and who, in turn, 
manufactured and otherwise,

Hydro-Monoplane 
Makes New Record 


Attains Speed of Over Two Miles a 
Minute. 

A Leoning hydro-monoplane, carry 
ing pilot and two passengers, flew 
from Philadelphia to New York, about 
eighty miles, in thirty-one minutes, 
establishing what is believed to be a 
new speed record for aircraft of this 
type. ‘The quick jump from Philadel 
phia to New York was incidental in a 
flight from Port Washington, L.I., to 
the Government proying ground at 
Aberdeen, Md., and return. - The re 
turn from Aberdeen to Poms Washing 
ton, 188 miles, was made in seventy 
minutes.

Bullt of Wood in 
1696, 

The  Lddystone rocks are in the 
English Channel, nine miles south of 
the Cornish coast, and fourteen miles 
southwest of the Plymouth break- 
water. They are submergéd when 
the tide is in, and the water round 
them varies from 12 to 150 fathoms. 
In consequence of the frequent ship- 
wrecks, Mr. Winstanley, in 1696, plan- 
ned and built a lighthouse of wood 
100 feet high. So confident was he 
of its safety, that ho lived in it him- 
self, and expressed a wish to be in it 
when the wildest storm that ever blew 
should come. 

In 1703 a great storm raged. Be- 
fore its full force broke, a passing 
boatman warned Winstanley of his 
danger, and offered to take him off. 
He refused, but when, after three 
awful days, the storm subsided it was 
found that the lighthouse and inven- 
tor had been swept away.

Western Coal Production 


Figures For 1920 Place Value Over 
Thirty Million, 

The production of coal during the 
year 1901 for the whole of the North- 
western Territories was 346,649, tons, 
while in 1920 production for Alberta 
alone amounted to 6,908,923 tons, 
according. to the mines branch of the 
Provincial Government. The 1920 
production was valued at $30,380,172. 
This amounts to 40.7 per cent. of the 
total amount of coal produced in Can- 
ada “in 1920. The report further 
states that 288 coal mines, 1 copper 
ore and 3 shale mines were in opera- 
tion, 38 of which were opened, 12 re- 
opened and 17 abandoned. 

Declined Ninety-two Millions, 

During September as compared with 
September a year ago, the total value 
of Canadian ‘trade declined over 
ninety-two millions of dollars. For 
the six months ending September, in 
comparison with the corresponding 
period of the previous year, the de- 
cline was over half a billion dollars,
